All natioDS seem to have agreed, 
since the memory of man runneth 
not lo the contrary, to observe the 
first day of the year as an occasion 
of festivity and mutual good wishes. 
When or how this custom originat- 
ed history does not tell. It ante- 
dates history and extends far hack 
into the age of fable. Hundre 
years before the dawn of the Chris- 
tian era it was being celebrated 
with considerable pomp in many 
parts of the world. 

Before universal calendars had 
been thought as a remote possibility 
and the bejrinniug of the year va- 
ried as to date in almost every part 
of the world, this first day of the 
new year was recognized as the on« 
great festival of the twelve months. 

Tradition tells us that Noma, 
who lived nearly eight centuries 
before Oarist, celebrated a festival 
that was dedicated to Janus on the 
first day of the month sac.pd to the 
god. Ou this occasion all Romans 
joined together to make the day a 
merry one. Sacrifices were made 
to Janus, and all mechanic's and 
men of letters began something in 
line with their trades or arts. The 
corner-stones of building were 
laid, new enterprises were inaug- 
urated, hooks and poems were com- 
menced and the consols who had 
already been elected took their 
teats. 

The ancient Greeks began the 
year about the Hummer solstice, or 
June 21. The 
their year in June, the C! 
March and the Ahyssinians in Au 
gust. The ancient people of Mexico 
had a calendar that fixed the begin- 
ning of the year in February. 

Early In the history of the Roman 
people New Year's day was celebrat- 
ed in January. There was tradi- 
tions of that age that are almost as 
reliable as history. To say that the 
day originated at the time, however, 
would be a mistake. Long before 
that period when the Roman calen- 
dar was in such an uncertain condi- 
tion that the year I s began 
in March and sometimes in April, 
this festival was know and cele- 
brated. 

DRUID FESTIVAL. 

In northern Europe the custom 
of celebrating the flirt day of the 
new year also a d all history. 

It was an old Druid festival that 
had been banded down the cen- 
turies to be celebrated as a re- 
ligious anniversary. On this oc- 
casion the priests went into the 
woods on the last nifbt of the year 
to cut mistletoe with a g mife 

The twigs with their 
then distributed amoni: the people 
on New Year's morning, and it was 
tWtt popular belief that these gifts if 
worn as au amulet would pre 
the wearer against the danger in 
battle. 

From this it can lie seen that the 
custom of observing ti> >y of 

the new year is a most as old as hu 
manity itself. The customs of wish 
ing each other a happy new year, 
and of presenting gifts upon Ibis 
oorasion, are almost as ancient 
Both originated with the Rom 
and from that country extended to 
other parts of the world. 

In the days of Titus Tatius, kir g 
ofthe8abines.it was the duty of 
everyone to dismiss all enmities 
from bis heart upon this day and to 
wish all with whom he came in 
contact a happy new y 

At this time it was also custom- 
ary to exchange gilts in honor of 
the day, hut these gifts usoally 
consisted of a few sprigs of ver- 
vain (an aromatic shrub closely 
resembling rosemary), which was 
gathered in a wood sacred to 
Strnnia, the goddess of strength. 
These gifts were called Siren* 
gifts of strength. 

In the course of time this 
changed and more elafo 
branons took the pb< 
tribute. At first grap< 
and other fruits w* 
finally even thei-e ; 
too small to the regarded with favor. 
Daring the reign of Augutus that 
emperor expected such gifts 
right, the custom bating
